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Geneva, April “22.— (/) —Anglo- 
American friendship is generally 
deemed to have made a giant forward 

. stride as a result of American offers 
today for the settlement of world 

* naval problems. 
Anibassador Gibson today told the 
’ disarmament commission that the 
r¥ United States was ready, even eager, 
* to agree to any reduction, however 
drastic, which leaves no type of war 
vessel unrestricted. He said that the 
term “limitation” had come to mean 
nothing more than fixation at pres- 
‘ent or even higher figures, and that 
reduction” should be substituted. The 
only nations with any navies to speak 
of, ir said, were the signatory powers, |. 
and these powers must be building 
against each other, as there was no 


other menace. He asked for a “com- 
mon-sense”’ plan of reduction. 

Spontaneity with which Lord Cush- 
endun, British under-secretary for 
foreign affairs, hailed the declarations 
of Hugh 8S. Gibson, American repre- 
sentative at the preparatory disarma- 
ment conference, which really were 
the declarations of President Hoover. 
has produced a most optimistic atmos- 
phere. 

Hopes Are High. 

Hopes were high tonight that not 

. only ‘an agreement to reduce naval 

forces may attained eventually, but 

‘that aleo the problems of world arma- 

ments in all their branches, sea, land, 

~nir, one day may find some happy 
solution. 

Some of the delegates to the com- 
mis*on privately characterized Mr. 
Gibsun'’s speech as the most important 
move in international life since the 
Washington naval conference. | 

The next move is deemed to be 
England's. Concretely, this means that 
England primarily and France, Japan 
and Italy as well, must manifest a 
disposition to discuss the fundamental 
principle of the American proposal, 
which is that of reducing fleets by ap- 
lying the idea of equivalent tonnage. 

Dispose of Parity. 

This suggestion of estimating equiv- 
alent tonnage by taking into consid- 
eration other factors than mere ton- 
nage of warships is in ,its essence 
*helieved to represent an American ef- 
fort to dispose once and for all of the 
question of naval parity, which has 
for a long time caused discussion be- 
tween America and England. 

* It is believed to~-embody an earnest 
American desires to recognize Great 
Britain's need for a reasonable num- 
ber of smaller-sized cruisers to main- 
tain communication of the mother 
country with her far-flung colonies.

GROWTH OF CRIME 
MENAGES NATION, 
HOOVER DECLARES 


Prohibition Is Not Sole 
Cause of Law Disre- 
spect; Citizens Must 
Submit to Restrictions. 


New York, April 22.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Hoover stated today that in many 
large American cities murder can ap- 
parently be committed with impunity, 
and he appealed for obedience to laws 
of all kinds. 

Speaking at the annual luncheon 
of the Associated Press the president 
said in his first public address since 
his inayguration that robbéry and 
burglary is far commoner here than 
in Great Britain and that even in 
such premeditated crimes as embezzle- 
ment and forgery our record stands 
no comparison with stable nations. 

“No. part of the country, rural or 
urban, is immune,” he said. “Life and 
property are relatively more unsafe 
than in any other civilized country 


tin the world.” 


Dominant Issue. 

Prefacing his remarks with a trib- 
ute to the late Melville FE. Stone, for- 
mer general manager of the Associated 
Press, the president began the read- 
ing of his prepared address with the 
statement that he considered enforce- 


ment and ohedience to the laws the 
dominant issue before the American 
people. 

At this statement the several hun- 
dred newspaper publishers and editors 
who filled the grand ballroom of the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel applauded vig- 
orously. 

Mr. Hoover made it plain early in 
his address that his concern was with 
all laws, with law itself, as law, and 
not particularly with the eighteenth 
amendment or any single piece of leg- 
islation. 

“In order to dispel certain illusions 
in the public mind on the subject,” 
he said, “let me say at once that while 
violations of law have been increased 
by inclusion of crimes under the 
eighteenth amendment and by the vast 
sums that are poured into the hands 
of the criminal classes by the patron- 
age of allicit liquor by otherwise re- 
sponsible citizens, yet this is but one 
segment of our problem. I have pur- 
posely cited the extent of murder, 
burglary, robbery, forgery and embez- 
ziement, for.but a small percentage 
of these can be attributed to the 
eighteenth amendment.” 

Suggestion to Publishers, 


The president suggested as a crime 
deterrent that newspaper publishers 
invest the acts of enforcement offi- 
cers with some of the glamor of ro- 
mance and heroism “which our Ameri- 
can imaginative minds throw around 
those who break the law.”’ 

As he did in his inaugural address 
seven weeks ago, the president placed 
squarely before the people their re- 
sponsibility in the matter of law ob- 
seryance and said the real problem 
was to awaken the consciousness, the

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Committee Approves Bill 
Des pite Objections of 
President Hoover; New 
Plan Ready for Vote. 


Washington, April 22.:—(4)—De- 
spite the strong protest by President 
Hoover, the senate agriculture com- 
mittee sent to the senate today a 
farm relief bill providing for the use 
of export debenture certificates in 
controlling crop surpluses. 

A few hours after the president's 
letter declaring the debenture plan 
would “bring ‘American agriculture to 
disaster’ had been made public a move 
was made for reconsideration of the 


disputed proposal. Mr. Hoover gained 
the support of two ae at the 
meeting, but was unable to muster 
sufficient strength from his own party 
ranks to keep the plan out of the 
measure. 

By a vote of 8 to 6, with all mem 
bers of the committee except one re- 
corded, the debenture plan was retain- 
ed in the farm bill previously agreed 
upon. In the senate, however, ad- 
ministration leaders intend to use all 
their influence in an attempt to de- 
feat the proposal. They Uvelieve the 
president's letter equivalent to a 
promise of a veto. 


Six Support Hoover. 


In addition to Chairman McNary, 
the senators voting to support Presi- 
dent Hoover were Capper, of Kansas; 
Thomas, of Idaho. Gould, of Maine, 
republicans, and Ransdell, of Louisi- 
ana, and Kendrick, of Wyoming. dem- 
ocrats.. Three republicans, Norris, of 
Nebraska ; Norbeck, of South Dakota. 
and. Frazier; of North Dakota, and 
the lone farmer-labor member. Ship- 
stead, of Minnesota, joined with Sen- 
ators Wheeler, of ' fontans ; Caraway, 
of Arkansas; Heflin, of Alabama, and 
Thomas, of Oklahoma, democrats, to 
stand out against the president's op- | 
position. 

The committee's bill will be formak 
ly reported to the senate tomorrow, 
whereupon Chairman McNary will 
ask that discussion begin immediately. 
Meanwhile, the house will have pro- 
gressed toward 4 final vote on its own 
bill, with every indication that any at- 
tempt at that side of the capitol to 
add the debenture proposal will fail. 

The senate committee meéeting to- 
day was devoted solely to discussion 
of President Hoover's letter to Chair- 
man McNary. 

Not Convinced. 

Those attempting to carry out the 
president's wishes sought to convince 
the debenture advocates that inclusion 
of the plan would mean no farm re- 
lief at all, but the latter group held 
Mr. Hoover's arguments were not con- 
vincing. 

Although two democrats on the com- 
mittee voted in conformity with the 
president's wishes. Senator Caraway 
asserted that the democratic ranks in 
the senate itself would be practically 
solid in favor of the debenture plan. 
He said there would be a few defec- 
tions, but maintained these could be 
offset by the adhesion of western re- 
publican independents. The adminis- 
tration leadérs, however, re arded it 
probable that the large republi ican ma- 
jority could be held in line, generally 
speaking. 

Shortly after the senate committee 
declined to support Mr. Hoover, the 
senate ratified the reorganization of 
the agriculture committee to which 
had been added three new republican 
senators, all of them from — 
states. The view was held by 
committee members that had a are 
been taken on the debenture proposal 
after the committee reorganization, a 
different result might have ensued. 
The new members of the committee 
are Hatfield, of West Virginia ; Town- 
send,. of Delaware, and Walcott, of 
Connecticut. 

Debate on farm relief in the house 
was consumed finally “*by arguments 
for the debenture bill by Representa- 
tives Jones, of Texas, and Rankin, of 
Mississippi. They asserted the argu- 
ments used in the senate committee 
discussion that the president's oppo- 
sition to the debenture plan on the 
ground that it would encourage pro- 
duction was not in harmony with ad- 
vocacy of high protective tariffs for 
industry which, they contended, also 
encourage production. 

his argument also was 
Senator Harris, democrat, 
who said he was “disappointed” to 
find the president opposed to a p?e-— 
posal “that would do the farmers the 
greatest good.”

WATSON SEES DEFEAT 
OF DEBENTURE PLAN. 
Washington, April 22.—(4)—Sen- 
ator Watson, of Indiana, majority 
leader, in a statement late today said 
he was certain the senate would fol- 
low President Hoover's advice and 
eliminate the export debenture plan 
from the farm relief bill. ‘ 
Watson declared the president has 
“cleared the air around the farm bill.” 
“Under his able leadership,” he said, 
“the congress will quickly enact «a 
farm bill based .upon the principles 
expounded in the republican platform. 
I feel certain the senate, as well as the 
house, will follow the president’s sug- 
gestions and eliminate the so-called 
debenture export plan from farm leg- 
islation.” 
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Georgia, 
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State’s Fullest Co-opera- 
tion to Florida Justified 

by Crisis, Senators Har- 
ris and George Say. 


Infestation of certain Florida citrus 
groves with the Mediterranean fruit 
fly is an emergency which justifies 
the fullest co-operation of Georgia, ac- 
cording to a telegram received Monday 
by Governor Hardman from Senators 
William J. Harris. and Walter F. 
George, following a conference. between 
the Georgia senators and federal ex- 
perts who have just returned froth 
Florida. 

Manning L. Yeomans, "Georgia en- 
tomologist, was in Washington Mon- 
day. attending ‘a meeting of federal 
plant quarantine board officials at 


which the matter of a\federal quaran- 
tine against Florida citrus fruit was 
considered. Meanwhile, inspectors of 
the state entomology department were 
tracing down several .reports of in- 
fected fruit in Georgia towns, only to 
find the reports without foundation 
in so far as the Mediterranean fly was 
concerned. Several lots of diseased 
fruit were found, but these were in- 
fected with ordinary plant worms or 
diseases which already existéd in the 
state. 

No definite infection by the fruit 
fly has been:found any where in Geor- 
gia so far, and a vigilant patrol has 
been clamped on the Florida-Georgia 
border to prevent importation of the 
fly from Florida, it was said at the 
entomology office. 

The telegram from Senators Harris 
and George follows: 

“We have today attended meeting 
of federal quarantine and control 
board with reference to ‘quarantine 
against Mediterranean fruit fly which 
has appeared in Florida and which 
constitutes the greatest manace to ail 
our fruit and vegetable growers. 
While the federal government will do 
everything possible to eradicate this 
pest and the state of Florida has 
moved promptly, Georgia, as a con- 
tiguous state, is vitally interested on 
account of its peaches, melons and 
other fruits: and vegetables. After 
conference with federal experts who 
have just returned from the infested 
are in Florida we are persnaded that 
an emergency exists justifying the 


futilest co-operation of our state.”

New York Governor Returns 


ROOSEVELT GREETED BY VILLAGERS | 


To Georgia for Vacation 


Warm Springs, Ga., April 22.—(?) 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt came 
back to Georgia tonight for a spring 
vacation amid: surroundings that have 
provided a retreat for him for the last 
four years. 

Alighting from the train at the vil- 
lage station a scant mile from the 
Warm Springs reservation, a health 
center he fostered for the treatment 
of infantile paralysis sufferers, the 
New York executive was in a happy 
mood and expressed to the more than 
two score villagers and patients who 
greeted him, his pleasaure in being 
again among them, There was no for- 
mal welcoming ceremony. A_ hand 
clasp here and there, a smiling ack- 
nowledgement of a shouted greeting 
comprised the only demonstration; 
then driving the light touring cur 
which he maintains here he went di- 
rect to the Roosevelt cottage where 
dinner awaited him, 

Mr. Koosevelt was accompanied by 
his law partner, LD. Basil O'Conner, 
and Mrs. O'Conner, who will be his 
guests here; his secretary and twv 
Secret service operatives of the New 
York state police. 

In contrast to the heavy burden of 
work he shouldered here last fall on 
his last visit when he was nominated 
and during his pre-inaugural prepara- 
tions, the governor indicated he intend- 
ed to thke full advantage of his op- 
portunity to rest and that he would 
put aside all but the most urgent busi- 
ness of state. He expects to start 
tomorrow his regular system of exer- 
cises and baths in the Warm Springs 
pool, combined with long motor rides 
lover the surrounding countryside. 

He has promi to deliver a few 
addresses near by but expectations were 
that, as is-his costem, his publie ap- 


pearance during his stay here will be 
infrequent. 

His present plans contemplate a 
stay here of more than a month. 


Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, of 
New York, passed through Atlanta 
late Monday en route to Warm Springs, 
Ga., for a six-week vacation. He ex- 
pected to arrive at the resort, which he 
has developed as a health center for 
infantile paralysis sufferers, at 6:46 
p. m. Mrs. Roosevelt will join him 
in about two weeks. Accompanying 
the governor are Mr. and Mrs. D. 
Basil O'Conner, New York friends, 
and two secretaries.

Cases: Under’ Jones Law 
Despite Her Ruling. :

Milwaukee, Wis., April 
Levi H. Bancroft, federal district at 
torney for eastern Wisconsin, an- 
nounced today “all cases in.this dis- 
trict will be Jones law cases and they 
all Will go to the grand jury” despite 
the recent order of Mrs. Mabel. Walk- 
er Willebrandt that the Jones law 
be applied only when cases savor of 
“extreme commercialism.” 

“I am not going to open myself to 
criticism by drys or the prohibition 
department by differentiating between 


felonies and misdemeanors,” 
Bancroft said. 

Under the Jones law all cases of 
sale, manufacture, transportation, ex- 
port or import of liguor ar felonies, 
he said, but no provision is’ made for 
possession of liquor or maintaining a 
nuisance, which still under the Vol- 
stead act are misdemeanors. 

Calling the law “inconsistent,’ the 
district attorney said that to prove a 
misdemeanor it would ordinarily Le 
necessary first to prove a felony in 
order to obtain a conviction and there- 
fore he would not differentiate. 

“I do not feel that I should leave 
myself open to charges of any. kin‘ 
by differentiating between the two 
types of cases,” “he. said. “Let the 
grand jury do the deciding in all 
cases,” 

“Under the Jonés law imprisonment 
of five years or $10.000 fine may be 
fixed for sale, manufacture, transpor- 
tation, expotation, importation of liq- 
uor,” Bancroft continuel. “These all 
‘become felonies under the Jones law. 
Possession and the maintenance of s 
nuisance, still are misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by one year in prison or a 
$1,000 fine. A nuisance is any room 
or building where liquor is manufae- 
tured, sold, kept or bartered. 

“In attempting to convict a violator 
of. maintaining a bBuisance, you must 
first prove that he is selling or man- 
ufacturing liquor. At least that is 
true in 95 per cent of the cases. in 
proving that fact you are proving 4 
felony under the Jones law to con- 
vict a man of misdemeanor.”

Georgia Senator Takes Issue 
With President on De- 
benture Plan. 


April 22.—(4)—De- 
clining to be influenced by Presi- 
dent Hoover's opposition, Senator 
Harris, of Georgia, declared in a state- 
ment today that the export debenture 
proposal was a sound plan for giving 
the farmer at least partial tariff 
equality. 

“I regret,” he said, “that President 
Hoover has taken such a strong posi- 
tion against the export debenture plan 
recommended by the senate agricul- 
ture committee for relief of the 
farmers. Under this plan the cotton 
growers would receive two cents per 
pound additional on all cotton ex- 


Plan Is Explained. 

“As we export about half the cot- 
ton we raise, this would give the cot- 
ton growers an average of one cent 
a pound on all cotton grown. It is 
the surplus cotton we export that 
fixes the price, and the two cents per 
pound would stabilize the market and 
hold up the price. 

“President Hoovet’s argument 
against the export debenture plan is 
that it will raise the price of cot- 
ton and encourage the farmers to 
raise more than is needed. President 
Hoover favors a high protective tariff 
for all manufacturers, which gives 
them ten times as much as this de- 
benture plan aids the farmers. Why 
does he not oppose high protective 
tariff to the manufacturers because it 
encourages them to over-produce? 

“The export debenture plan is the 
only one suggested that gives the 
farmer even as, small amount as is giv- 
en the manufatturer under the tariff. 
President Hoover does not oppose the 
law that directs the interstate com- 
merce commission to fix a rate that 
practically guarantees the railroads 
dividends on their property. Why 
should he oppose giving real help to 
the farmers? 

Little Foundation. 

“Many other objections raised by 
President Hoover are withvut founda- 
tion of fact. Under the provisions of 
the bill the board would not put this 
into effect until the farm products 
were selling below a fair price. 

“There should be no opposition to 
this measure by cotton manufacturers 
because they claim it would sell our 
surplus cotton and other farm prod- 
ucts abroad for less than in the Unit- 
ed Ststes. This does not discriminate 
against the manufacturers, as they are 
protected against cheaper cotton by a 
tariff duty high enough to protect 
them against foreign competition. 

“Congress has been called in extra 
session by President Hoover for the 
purpose of aiding the farmers, and I 
an disappointed that he opposes the 
measure that would do them the great- 
est good. - If he would accept the de- 
benture plan it would not be neces- 
sary to enact other legislation with a 
large board.

Senator Nye resubmitted the bill of 
Senator Shipstead, farmer-labor, 
Minnesota, for repeal and his own for 
postponement.

BIG APARTMENT HOUSE 
RAVAGED BY FLAMES 


Lafayette Apartments Al- 
most Completely Destroy- 
ed—Fireman Injured. 


Flames which are thought to have 
been started by a bolt of lightning 
early Monday morning, caused the 
almost complete destruction of the

Laws Are Explained. 


A campaign to register every eligble 
voter in Atlanta and Fulton county 
will be conducted by the committee 
on registration and voting of the chain- 
ber of commerce during next week, 
it was announced Monday by Bond 
Almand, chairman of the committee. 
The week will be known as “Voters 
Enrollment Week.” 

The committee feels that citizens 
should be acquainted with the laws 
governing local and state primaries 
and elections, Mr. Almand said. To 
this end, the committee issued the 
following statement: 

“For state elections, one may regis- 
ter at the office of the county tax 
collector in the county courthouse on 
South Pryor street. To entitle one 
to yote in state and county elections 
the voter must have resided in Geor- 
gia one year prior te the next elec- 
tion and in Fulton county six months 
before the next election. In view of 
the fact that it is more than one year 
before the next state primary, regis- 
tration now will entitle one to vote 
next year, provided his taxes’ for 1920 
are paid. One who is now registered 
in another county in this state may 
have his registration transferred to 
this county by certificate from the 
tax collector of his former county. 
Once registered for state and county 
elections the voter does not have to 
register again, so long as he keeps 
his taxes paid. 

“To vote in city primaries or elec- 
tions one must be a qualified voter in

Full Text of Address. * 

Members and Friends of the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

I have accepted this occasion for 
a frank statement of what I consider 
the dominant issue before the Ameri- 
ean people. Its solution is more vital 
to the preservation of our institutions 
than any other question before us. 
That is the enforcement and obedience 
to the laws of the United States. both 
federal and state. 

I ask only that you weigh this for 


yourselves, and if my position is right 
—that you support it—not to support 
me, but to support something imfinite- 
ly more precious—the one force that 
holds our civilization together—law. 
And I wish to discuss it as law, not 
as to the merits or demerits of a par- 
ticular law but all law, federal and 
state, for ours is a government of 
laws made by the people themselves. 
A surprising number of our people, 
otherwise of responsibility in the 
community, have drifted into the ex- 
traordinary notion that laws are made 
for those who choose to obey them. 
And in addition, our law-enforcement

machinery is suffering from many in-; 
firmities arising out of its technicali- | 


ties, its circumlocutions, its involved 
procedures, and too often, I regret, 
from inefficient and delinquent of- 
ficials. 


Reap Harvest of Defects. 


We are’ reaping the harvest of these 
defects. More than 9,000 human be- 
ings are lawlessly killed every year in 
the United States. Little more than 
half as many arrests follow. Less than 
one-sixth of these slayers are convict- 
ed, and but a scandalously small per- 
centage are adequately punished. 
Twenty times as many people in pro- 
portion to population are lawlessly 
killed in the United States as_ in 
Great Britain. In many of our great 
cities ‘murder can apparently be com- 
mitted with impunity. At least 50 
times as many robberies in proportion 
to population are committed in the 
United States as in Great Britain, 
and three times as many burglaries. 

Even in such premedifated crimes 
as embezzlement and forgery our rec- 
ord stands no comparison with stable 
nations. No part of the country, rural 
or urban, is immune. Life and prop- 
erty are relatively more unsafe than 
in any other civilized country in the 
world. In spite of all this we have rea- 
sou to pride ourselves on our institu- 
tions and the high moral instincts of 
the great majority of our people. No 
one will assert that such crimes would 
be committed if we had even a nor- 
mal respect for law and if the laws 
of our country wete properly en- 
forced. 


Liquor One Segment of Trouble. 


In order to dispel cértain illusions 
in the public mind on this subject, 
let me say at once that while viola- 
tions of law have been increased by 
inclusion of crimes under the eight- 
eenth amendment and by the vast 
sums that are poured into the hands 
of the criminal classes by the patron- 
age of illicit liquor by otherwise re- 
sponsible citizens, yet this is but one 
segment of our problem. I have pnur-

it does not concern the federal govern- 
ment. But it does concern the pres- 
ident of the United States, both as a 
citizerw and as the one upon whom 
rests the primary responsibility of 
leadership for the establishment of 
standards of law enforcement in this 
country. Respect for law and obe- 
dience to law does not distinguish 
between federal and state laws—it is 
a common conscience. 

After all, the processes of criminal! 
law enforcement are simply methods 
of instilling respect and fear into the 
minds of those who have not the in- 
telligent and moral instinct to obey 
the law as a matter of conscience. The 
real problem is to awaken this con- 
sciousness, this moral sense, and if 
necessary to segregate such degenerate 
minds where they can do no future 
harm. 

Two Immediate Problems. 

We have two immediate problems 
before us in government. To inves- 
tigate our existing agencies of enforce- 
ment and to reorganize our system of 
enforcement in such manner as_ tv 
eliminate its weaknesses. It is ~ the 
purpose of the federal administration 
systematically to strengthen its law- 
enforcement agencies week by week, 
month by month, year by year, not 
by dramatic displays and violent at- 
tacks in order to make headlines, not 
by violating the law itself through 
misuse of the law in its enforcement, 
but by steady pressure, steady weed- 
ing out of all incapable and negligent 
officials no matter what their status; 
by encourngement, promotion, and rec- 
ognition for those who do their duty; 
and by the most rigid scrutiny of the 
records and attitudes of all persons 
suggested for appointment to official 
posts in our entire law-enforcement 
machinery. That is administration 
for which my colleagues and I are as 
fully responsible as the human mate- 
rial which we have at our disposal will 
permit us to succeed. Furthermore, I 
wish to determine and, as far as pos- 
sible, remove the sources of inherent 
defects in our present system that de- 
feat the most devoted officials. 

Every student of our law-enforce- 
ment mechanism knows full well that 
it is in need of vigorous reorganiza- 
tion; that its procedure unduly favors 
the criminal; that our judiciary needs 
to be strengthened; that the method 
of assembling our juries needs revi- 
sion; that justice must be more swift 
and sure. In our desire to be merciful 
the pendulum has swung in favor of 
the prisoner and far away from the 
protection of society. ‘The sympathet- 
ic mind of the American people in its 
over concern about those who are«in 
difficulties has swung too far from 
the family of the murdered to the

National Commission. é 

With a view to enlisting public un- 
derstanding, public support, accurate 
determination of the facts, and con- 
structive conclusions I have proposed 
to establish a national commission. to 
study and report upon the whole of 
our prablems involved in criminal law 
enforcement. That proposal has met 
with gratifying support,andIlam sure 
it will have the co-operation of the 
bar associations and crime commis- 
sions in our various states in the wide- 
spread effort now being made by 
them. I do not propose to be hasty 
in the selection of this commission. 
I want time and advice, in order that 
I-may select high-minded men, impar- 
tial in their judgment, skilled in the 
science of the law and our judicial 


system, clear in their conception of | 


our institutions. Such a commission 
can perform the greatest of servicr 
to our generation. 

There is another and vastly wider 
field than the nature of laws and the 
methods of their enforcement. This is 
the pasic question of the understand- 
ing, the ideals, the relationship of the 
individual citizen to the law itself. It 
is in this field that the press plays 
a dominant part. It is almosf final 
in its potency to arouse the interest 
and consciousness of our people. It 
can destroy their finer sensibilities or 
it can invigorate them. I am well 
aware that the great majority of our 
important journals day by day give 
support to these high ideals. 

Praise for Officers. 

I wonder sometimes, however, if 
perhaps a little more support to our 
laws could not be given in one direc- 
tion. If, instead of the glamor of ro- 
mance and heroism which our Ameri- 
can imaginative minds too frequently 
throw around those who break the 
law, we would invest with a little ro- 
mance and heroism those thousands of 
our officers who are endeavoring to 
enforce the law it would itself de- 
crease crime. Praise and respect for 
those. who properly enforce the laws 
would help. Perhaps a little better 
proportioned balance of news coneern- 
ing those criminals who are convicted 
and punished would serve to instill 
the fear of the law. 

need not repeat that absolute 
freedom of the press to discuss public 
questions is a foundation stone of 
American liberty. I put the question, 
however, to every individual consci- 
ence, whether, flippance is a useful or 
even legitimate device in such discus- 
sions. 1 do not believe it is. Its effect 
is as misleading and as distorting of 
publie conscience as deliberate misrep- 
resentation. Not clarification, but con- 
fusion of issues arises from it. 

Our people for many years have 
been intensely absorbed in business, 
in the astonishing upbuilding of a 
great country, and we have attempted 
to specialize in our occupations, to 
strive to achieve in our own special- 
ties and to respect competency of oth- 
ers in theirs.

FRENCH TENNIS —

The day was consumed in hearing 
evidence presented by both sides. Of- 
ficials of concerns manufacturing veg- 
etable shortenings, which have been 
held by Commissioner Talmadge as 
misbranded and adulterated within 
the meaning of the Georgia law, were 
among witnesses, 

This’ hearing, considered by both 
sides to be the final chapter in the 
commissioner’s fight, to exclude these 
products from the “Georgia market, 
grew out of an order issued by Tal- 
madge in February which forbade sale 
of the shortenings on the ground that 
they were sold as substitutes for but- 
ter. Manufacturers of several of the 
various brands excepted to thé com- 
missioner’s order and secyred a tém- 
porary injunction in Judge Barrett's 
court, in answer to which Mr. Tal- 
madge admitted error in the wording 
of his order, resulting in his rescind- 
ing the original order. He issued a 
second order, instructing food inspec- 
tors to make cases against every deal- 
er having any of the products on hand, 
and it was on this order that the in- 
junction proceedings now before Judge 
Barrett began. 

Mark Bolding, of Atlanta, attorney 
for the commissioner, told Judge Bar- 
rett he expected the court to rule on 
the constitutionality of the Georgia 
food law under which Mr. Talmadge 
issued his order. The same view was 
taken by J. C. Davis, of Atlanta, and 
George N. Murdock, of Chicago, coun- 
se] for manufacturers. 

Mr. Talmadge took the position that 
the production in question are adul- 
terated, if the plaintiffs contend they 
should be treated and judged by the 
court as “shortenings’” and are mis- 
branded if they are treated as butter 
substitutes. He testified that the 
products contained nothing poisonous 
or deleterious, except where fed to 
growing children to the exclusion of 
bufter fats. He also said they were 
not a source of food value. A 

He admitted on cross-examination 
that the products in the package could 
not deceive a purchaser, but said only 
an expert could detect them when serv- 
ed as butter outside the carton. He 
introduced testimony that the short- 
enings had been sliced and served as 
butter to patrons in a number of res- 
taurants throughout the state.

TREASURY NOTE IS NEW 
GOVERNMENT SECURITY 


Washington, April 22. —UP)—Iiden® 
tical bills designed to make more flex- 
ible the government’s short-term 
financing operations were presented to 


the senate and house today with a 
request that the legislation be enacted 
at the special! session. 

The measure. proposed by Chair- 
man Smoot, of the senate finance com- 
mittee, and Chairman Hawley, of the 
house ways and means committee, 
would authorize the issuance by the 
treasury of a new form of short-term 
security to be known as treasury bills. 
These would be issued principally with 
maturities of 30, 60 and 90 days, and 
in no case of more than one year, and 
offered for competitive bidding on a 
discount basis rather than with in- 
terest coupons. 

Indorsed by the treasury, the meas- 
ure would permit issuance of the new 
bills in addition to certificates of in- 
debtedness which bear interest cou- 
pons, and redemption of these bills be- 
fore maturity under such terms and 
conditions as the secretary may pre- 
scribe. 

In statements explaining the, pur- 
pose of the measure, Chairmen Smoot 
and Hawley expressed the opinion 
that such short-term financing would 
be more economical, that competitive 
bidding would result in the lowest 
possible itnerest rates and that the 
government, under the plan, would be 
able to take advantage of seasonal 
periods of low money rates.

MEMORABILIA 


The first time “Aida” was produced was | 


in 1871, at. Cairo, on Christmas Eve. The 
occasion was the opening of the new Grand 
Opera House, under the auspices of the 
Viceroy of Egypt. : 


The opera, perhaps the most spectacular, 
colorful and dramatic ever written, was 
produced.to order by Giuseppe Verdi, espe- 
cially for the occasion. Just how much his 
price for the task was, isn’t known, but it is 
certain he was well paid. He was over sixty 
and wanted to retire. When they first ap- 
proached him with the request that he write 
the opera, he tried to avoid the task by 
naming what he thought an impossibly high 
fee for his services. To his astonishment 
the proposal was accepted. He had no fur- 
ther excuse to refuse the commission. 


In view of the occasion of us premiere, it 
is natural that the setting should be old 
Egypt—Egypt of the time of her Pharaohs, 
her might and her glory. It is a combina- 
tion of tuneful, heroic music, spectacular 
pagéaniry, gorgeous display, delicious mel- 
ody and tragic emotion. 


The Music for the different characters is 
subily fitted to their personalities. It is one 
of the greatest—and most popular—operatic 
works of all time. 


The Story 


ACT I. 


The opening scene, laid in ancient Mem- 
phis, is a hall in the palace of the Pharaoh. 
The two first characters on the stage are 
Ramfis, the high priest of the Temple of 
Isis, and Rhadames, a. young captain of 
the royal guard. 


Report has been received that the hordes 
of Ethiopia are rising against Egyptian 
dominance and preparations are under way 
to send a great army to crush the savage 
enemies. Ramfis, as high priest, is charged 
with the. duty of interpreting the omens 
and portents delivered by thé Goddess Isis 
and he tells Rhadames that the comman- 
der-in-chief for the Egyptian army will 
probably be the young captain himself. 


Rhadames is naturally delighted at this 
mark of favor, but for more than the evi- 


dent reason of success in his profession. . 


He thinks of Aida, a young female slave, 
captured from the same Ethiopians in an 
earlier war, and with whom he has fallen 
desperately in love. He realizes that, with 
new victories and honors, he will be in posi- 
tion to save her from her sad situation and 
give her some of the happiness and com- 
fort he so passionately desires for her. 


Rhadames here sings one of the loveliest 
tenor arias in all opera, “Celeste Aida,” in 
which he rhapsodizes over the beauty of 
his beloved. 

At the close of this glorious solo, Am- 
neris, daughter of the Pharaoh, enters. 
She is a dignified and queenly woman but 


beneath her formal exterior she is a woman: 


of intense passions and overwhelming de- 
sires. She is herself enamored of Rha- 
dames and at first thinks the happiness 
she has surprised in his appearance is be- 
cause of her own presence. But it is really 
because Aida, the slave girl, is approach- 
ing and Amneris, realizing the truth, is 
aroused to angry jealousy that she, the 
daughter of the king, should be ignored for 
a mere slave.

Except Aida. The slave, alone on the 
stage, blames herself for encouraging Rha- 
dames when he is going to fight against 
her own people, led by her father. Yet 
she confesses to herself her love for the 
young Egyptian soldier. She sings a won- 
derful aira, “Ritorna Vincitor.” Torn by 
conflicting emotions, the girl is near col- 
lapse. She calls on the gods for aid and 
slowly leaves the stage as the curtain falls. 


Scene 2. 
The Temple of Vulcan. 


Rhadames asks the blessing of the gods 
ere he leaves for war. He is blessed by 
Ramfis, while the choir of priests intones 
back stage. Ramfis sings an invecation, 
“Nume custode e vindice.” Rhadames and 
the chorus join, with an effective orches- 
tral accompaniment steadily increasing the 
power of the music. Rhadames dons the 
sacred armor and is ready for his patriotic 
duty. 

ACT II. 


A room in Amneris apartment. News has 
come of the victory won by Rhamades. 
Amneris and her girls sing his praise and 
she admits her love for him. 

Aida enters and Amneris plans to punish 


informs Aida that she herself loves Rha- 
dames and decrees death for her slave- 
rival. 

The princess, however, changes her mind, 
choosing a crueler revenge than death. 
She orders that Aida shall witness Rha- 
dames’ triumphant return, with Amonasro, 
captive, in chains and shall see Rhadames’ 
obeisance to her, the daughter of his king. 


Scene 2. 


The king and his, court are waiting at 
the Gate of Thebes to welcome the trium- 
phant army. In this scene comes the 
famous “Grand March” that everyone 
knows so well. This scene is probably the 
most splendid and spectacular in all opera. 
The Egyptian soldiers march in. Then 
come chariots of war, battle flags and sym- 
bols, loot and prisoners, dancing girls and, 
as the climax, Rhadames carried in a great 
palanquin upon the shoulders of slaves. 


After the king has greeted Rhadames and 
Amneris has crowned him as victor, he is 
told to name any boon he desires. Just 
then Aida sees her father, the captive 
Amonasro, but he signals her not to tell 
who he is. Amohasro pretends to be 4a 
plain Ethiopian soldier and says that his 
king was killed by his side. The king likes 
Amonasro’s manner and would spare his 
life. The crowds are also sympathetic to 
the prisoner, but the priests demand that 
he die. Rhadames comes to the rescue by

demanding life and liberty for the Ethio- 
pians as his boon. The king consents, but 


* orders that Aida and Amonasro.be held as 


hostages. 

Then the king ruins everything by giving 
the hand of his daughter, Amneris, to 
Rhadames as a further reward. 


ACT Iil. 


The banks of the Nile by moonlight, with 
the Temple of Isis in the background. As 
the priests and priestesses within the tem- 
ple softly chant the praise of Osiris, Ram- 
fis and Amneris come to give thanks for 
victory. They enter the temple. Aida 
creeps onto the scene. She hopes that 
Rhadames will come to meet her. She 
sings of her homeland she may never see 
again. 

Amonasro has followed his daughter. He 
knows of her love for Rhadames and plans 
to use it as a means of escape for himself 
and defeat for his enemies, the Egyptians. 
He tells the girl that it is her patriotic 
duty to betray her lover and so works on 
her emotions she at last consents. 

Rhadames enters and, overcome by his 
love, he is led on and on by the girl, until 
he agrees to elope with her. In his talk 
he unwittingly gives away the secret mili- 
tary plans of Egypt. Amonasro overhears 
and, triumphant, comes from hiding and 
tells Rhadames the only thing he can do 
now is to throw in his lot with the Ethio- 
plans. 3 

But someone else has overheard it all. 
Amneris. She rushes from the temple and 
denounces all three, especially Rhadames, 
whom she calls a traitor to his country. 
She orders arrest for the trio, but in the 
excitement Amonasro and Aida escape. 
Aida realizes that the only hope to rescue 
her lover from death is to help her father 
attack the Egyptians, 


ACT IV. 
Scene 1. 


A room in the palace, with a door lead- 
ing to Rhadames’ prison. 

Amneris is torn with regret at her 
impulsive action, for Rhadames, the man 
she loves, is doomed to die.. She orders 
him brought before her and decides, if he 
will say he loves her, she will save him. 


In glorious song she tries to win Rha- 
dames and offers to save him from death 
if he will renounce Aida. But he refuses. 
He declares that death for Aida’s sake he 
would count the supreme happiness. 


Amneris is overwhelmed with hate. She 
calls on the gods for revenge as the guards 
come to take Rhadames away to the judg- 
ment room. 

Amneris is in agony at the thought of 
Rhadames’ fate, but cannot bring herself to 
interfere. She sees Ramfis and the priests 
slowly walk by on their way to condemn 
Rhadames. At last she hears sentence pro- 
nounced. Rhadames is to be buried alive 
beneath the altar of the gods. 


Scene 2. 


Inside the temple, with the tomb of 
Rhadames shown below. 

The upper half of the stage shows the 
priests chanting their solemn litanies and 
hymns. The lower half is the darkened 
tomb where Rhadames, sealed within by 
the masons, waits the slow death of star- 
vation and suffocation. Believing himself 
alone Rhadames sings his sorrow—not at 
torture and death, but at separation from 
Aida. Then, in the dim shadows, he sees 
something move. He discovers it is Aida, 
come to share his death. Her father is 
dead and his Ethiopian army scattered. 
She has come to die in her lover’s arms. 

In the great duet, “O Terra Addio,” they 
bid farewell to earth as their souls, in uni- 
son even as their blending voices, wait 
death and heaven together. 


STUART LYNN RHORER 
T0 BE BURIED TODAY 


Funeral Services Conducted 
for Business Man and Wide- 
ly-Known Astronomer. 


Stuart Lynn Rhorer, Atlanta busi- 
ness leader and internationally known 
astronomer, who died Sunday at his 
home. 50 South Prado, will be buried 
at IL oclock this merning at. West 
View. Funeral services were conduct- 
el Monday afternoon af Spring Hill 
chapel by Dr. Richard Orme Fiinn. 
F. J. Cooledge, Sr.. G. W. West. A. 
P. Tripod, Dr. F. J. Messick. Judge 
John D. Humphries -and Thurston 
Hateher served as pallbearers. 

While he never followed astronomy 
as a profession, Mr. Rhorer was per- 
haps the most widely-known author- 
ity upon this subject in the south. 
In 1918 he discovered and charted 
the course of a star. this gaining for 
him recognition in the highest astron- 
tomical cireles. In 1921 he founded 
the large Southern Cross Observatory 
at Miami, Fla., and dedicated it to 
the public. He was a fellow of the 
Royal Astronomical Society of Lon- 
don. He communicated to fellow At- 
lantans some of his great enthusiasm 
for study of the heavens in the found- 
ing of the Atlanta Astronomical’ So- 
eiety, of which he served as presi- 
dent for many years. 

Ile founded the Georgia Paint and 
Glass company more than 30 vears 
ago and was connected with that busi- 
ness until the time of his death. He 


| was recOwuized as a leader in his busi- 
‘ness as well as in his avocation. 


Pertect Opera 
Weather Seen 
For Music Fans 


Clear, cool nights and fair, mod- 
erately warm days is the more or less 
perfect opera weather outlook for At- 
lanta for the next few days, accord- 
ing to the forecast of C. F. von Herr- 
mann, local meteorologist, who thinks 
that Atlanta’s reputation for provid- 
ing ideal opera conditions will be up- 
held again this year.

‘ence today was attended by the entire 
Florida congressional delegation, Sen- 
lator W. J. Harris and Senator Wal- 
iter F. George, of Georgia; represen- 
‘iatives of the Florida Fruit Growers’ 
| Associations, officials of the various 
railroads serving the southern terri- 
tory, members of congress from fruit 
vrowing states all the way from New 
York to Oregon, and Dr. Manning 
Yeomans, state entomologist of Geor- 
gia, who told of the quarantine that 
has been established in the latter state 
against citrus products. 

The conference was held in the of- 
fice of Dr. C. L. Marlatt, chief of the 
federal quarantine and control board, 
who has just returned from an in- 
speetion trip of the infested area in 
Florida. Other department plant and 
insect experts were on hand to rep- 
resent the government. 

While federal officials made no 
secret of the concern they have over 
the dewelopments, at the same time 
they emphasized the statemnt that 
thre is no cause for general alarm. As 
a result of the conference the belief 
was expressed ‘that the situation will 
be brought well under control after 
preliminary steps have been taken. In 
behalf of their state, Sénator Duncan 
{’. Fletcher, and Senator Park Tram- 
mel pointed out that Florida has al- 
ready allotted the sum of $50,000. for 
fighting the pest and that the legisla- 
ture stands ready to augment the 
fund in any amount, 

Dr. Marlatt explained that the prin- 
cipal infestation was confined to citrus 
groves in Orange and Seminole coun- 
tions of Florida with evidences of the 
decayed fruit fly noted in three others, 
Lake. Polk and Osceola, all of which 
are in the same section. He was 
eonyinced that the department, in co- 
operation with Florida agencies, 
would have no serious difficulty in 
eradicating the fly from the affected 
area, but expressed fear that the other 
adjoining states might be involved be- 
eanse of fruit shipments by truck. 

“We hope this is not the case,” 
he said, “but if the larvae of the fly 
has gotten mto other states. we may 
have a very serious problem on our 
hands,” 

The fly, it was stated by govern- 
ment experts, not only infests all 
citrus fruits, but a long list of vege- 
tables products and “has even been 
known to attack cotton bolls. It is 
declared to be particularly dangerous 
to peaches and has an appetite run- 


ning to pears, plums, apples, melons, 
eggplant, lima beans, bell peppers, 
pomegranites, date palms, cantaloupes 
and avocats.

PEACH MEN WARNED 


OF CURCULIO MENACE 


While Florida citrus growers were 
taking every possible step to combat 
the dangerous Mediterranean fruit 
fly, officials of the Georgia bureau 
of entomology Monday moved to com- 
bat the peach pest, .“curculio,” which 
is said to be seriously menacing orch- 
arcs, 

A bulletiv to north Georgia peach 
growers advising steps to fight the 
curculio was dispatched Monday _ by 
the state entomology department. The 
bulletin told how a total of 175 cur- 
culios were caught April 19 when 50 
peach trees were jarred early in the 
morning to determine the number of 
cureculios in the orchard. The average 
was 3.5 curculios per tree, but this 
represented a low average as_ trees 
close to the woods had an average of 
seven curculios per tree, the bulletin 
said. 

“Such a condition is serious and 
means that many peaches will 
wormy, and if this gefleration is not 
checked, the second generation will 
come out in ruinous numbers just be- 
fore harvest time,” 

“Every control ~ measure available 
should be used to check the infesta- 
tion.” 

The bulletin advised the following 
proceedure : 

The next spray application, which sbould 
be applied during the week of April 29, 
May 4 should contain one pound of lead 
arsenate (powdered) to each 50 gallons of 
&-8-50, self-boiled lime eulfur. A _ proprie- 
tary sulfur may used in place of the 
self-botled lime sulfur, if desired, but if 
used. five pounds of hydrated lime should 
be added to each 50 gallons of diluted apray 
to prevent follage burning. Do not leave 
out the arsenate of lead in this application. 

Drops will be falling heavily by the first 
of May. All drops from the size of a pera 
to the size of a quarter should be picked 
up and buried two feet under ground and 
away from the orchard. Drops under trees 
near the woods should be picked up first 
ae it is there that the heaviest infestation 
will oceur. No baskets containing drops 
should be allowed to stand over-night in 
the orchard as many worms will escape 
and go down into the ground. 


Curculio larvae will begin pupating in the. 


soll about the first of May. From that 
time on the ground should be cultivated fre- 
quently to break up the pupal cells in the 
soll, thus destroying many worms. The eoil 
beneath and close up to the tree — 
the most worms and thia portion should 

most carefully cultivated, using au an 
sion dics-harrow. It is not necessary to 
harrow deeply as the larvae pupate almost 
entirely in the top three inches of soil.
